Clegg’s pay 
study No 2 
little better 
than No 1

The second stage of the compa ra- 
bidly study into teachers' pay, 
headed by Professor Clegg, looks 
as though it has been overturned. 

The first . stage in which nou- 
tcacitors were judged against repre- 
sentative samples or school staff 
produced results, so wildly erratic 
they were virtually useless. Tlie 
second stage has not proved much 
better. 

."The results are apparently non- 
seiisicul”, a commission spokesman 
said this week. “ But it’s amazing 
what uso we can make of them.”

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Examiners say Government's ‘absolute standards' pledge is an impossible ideal 


Doubts if 16-plus can make the grades 


by Bob Doc 

Examiners were sceptical this week 
about how feasible it would bo to 
publish absolute standards for 
grades in the new lG-plus exam as 
the Government plans. As one 
senior examiner put it:. "Give us 
20 years and a huge research bud- 
get and we might make a dene in 
the problem." 

Hie Government announced . last 
week that the seven-grade exam to 
replace O levels and CSl-s would 
be dafipett by all boards in . terms 
of performance standards. Grades 
that ore based ,ori measurements of 
the prespecified : knowledge and 
skills sro known as criterion: 
referenced as opposed to norm- 
referenced where . each grade is 
awarded tg a certain percentage of 
the entry.; 

Exam boards now use a -mixture 
of both methods, They .have cer- 
tain guideline percentages for each 
grade. But they also check sa ints 
on the borderlines between grades 
to ensure that similar standards are 
being applied from year to year. 

But these “ standards ’* are never 
ptiblfshefli , ' TJiey . are rarely .even 
made explicit between 'examiners,

The closest thing to a definition 
■of present Standards is the CSE 
Grade 4 which is said to be the 
grade any. average 16-year-old would 
got who hod reasonably .applied 
himself to an - appropriate course. 

Laying down, asijlic, Government 
want, just what a particular grade 
in a subject meant .a candidate 
could, do is accepted by examiners 
as- a very attractive id^al. .But the .

tests such as typing a certain num- 
ber of words in a given time. 

The publication of grade stan- 
dards would mean boards could 
ensure their standards were in line 
with other boards.

But as a recent schools council 
report on exam comparability says, 
the difficulty Is in setting criteria 
that are couched in general enough 
terms to leave schools some degree 
of freedom to choose what and how 
to teach but unambiguous enough 
to satisfy examiners and users. 

The national grade standards 
proposed would have to be general 
enough to accommodate different 


enough to accommodate different 
syllabuses from each board. 

It is expected that in the syllabus 
sections that are not common, exam 
boards will tend to be as different 
as possible to justify their separate 
existence. ■ 

. The difficulty with setting grad* 
standards is that subjects at this 
level are made up of diverse blends 
of knowledge and skills, ; Taking k 
simple case, grade standards may be 
sqt in a. modern language, for in- 
stance, in terms oE reading, writing. 


listening and speaking skills. At 
present marks in each of these are 
averaged' out tu award a single 
grade. 

In other subjects a certain hier- 
archy of abilities is thought to 
apply. ' Pupils have to possess cer- 
tain knowledge before they can 
understand and have to have under- 
standing before they can apply that 
knowledge, It is said. In such sub- 
jects the lower grades might depend 
on pupils meeting only knowledge 
requirements whilo the upper grades 
demand understanding and appli- 
cation.

Mrs Alison Olding, a Newbury 
solicitor who represented John’s 
parents m their battle for compen- 
sation, compiled a dossier of simi- 
lar cases and then sent a list of 
suggestions for improving safety 
standards to Mr McNair Wflson. 
These included : 

• Each journey should be super- 
vised by a prefect watching the 
doors and emergency exit. 

• An alarm system which would 
buzz the driver if the doors were 
opened while the coach was in 
motion. 

• Fitting nearside mirrors to allow 
the driver to see that everyone 
getting off tlie bus was clear of the 
vehicle. 

• Urging education authorities to 
use buses with driver-operated 
doore and 

• Using doors with glass panels so 
n driver can see If a child is caught. 


The suggestion that buses should 
have nearside mirrors has been 
backed up by Trcfnant Community 
Counc 1 In North Wales where there 
have been two cases of children

Ho said the case in his constituency 
had highlighted three points of con- 
cern : no child should be allowed 
to stand by the doors ; warning 
notices to this effect should be 


In 
one, 11-year-old Helen Stanyer was 
dragged three-quarters of a mile hy 
the bus before her coat tore and 
she was left bleeding and In agony 
from friction burns. 

This plea, forwarded by Clwyd 
County Council to the Association 
of County Councils, has prompted a 
review of safety arrangements 
among all county councils. They 
have asked all their 47 authorities 
to give details of their present prac- 
tices In order thut they can give 
a reminder to authorities of the best 
safety practices In operation. 

Mr McNair Wilson said: “As to 
the fitting of nearside mirrors, I 
should think they should bo fined.”

6 Big brother’ law gives state 
more control over family life

West Germany’s Parental Care Act, 
which _ came Into force at the 
beginning of this year has given the 
atflte considerable control over car- 
lain aspects of family Jife. 

Its aim, according to the Federal 
Government, is to update the pro- 
visions of existing legislation, passed 
as far back os 1900, to bring them 
m line with postwar developments 
in rite structure of society and the 
family. 

It also introduces a significant 
change in terminology. The substi- 
tution of the phrase •“parental 
care* 1 for "parental power” In the 
wording of the earlier law reflects, 


. says the ruling coalition, tha view 
that family relationships should be 
based on a partnership between 
parents and their children, 
increased powers of intervention, 
which are granted to the state 
under tno Act, will be used only in 
cases whore the partnership breaks 
down. .. , 

But this interpretation is rejected 
by the CDU/CSu opposition parties 
' who maintain that the Act is an 
Instrument for "the Ideological 
regimentation of family affairs 11 , 
end a licence for the 'slate to step 
In even when relations < between 
parents and children are still intact. 

. Despite a series of concessions 
■ by the Government, they vigorously 
contested the -Bill at ell stages of 
; its progress through parliament and 
.unanimously voted against, its- third 
, reading an the Bundestag last May. 


Having done so, they now intend 
to use it as a weapon in this year’s 
■, general election campaign by pre- 
5 sen nng It as a typical example of 
j socialist encroachment on personal 
. freedom. 

Only a few sections of the Bill, 

[ for example those dealing with 
. foster children and with the child- 
ren of divorced parents, produced a 
measure of agreement between the 
i Government and opposition. Both 
sides approved the clause allowing 
a child to remain with its foster 
parents even against the wishes of 
ita natural parents, provided such 
an nruangement is considered by a 
juvenile court to bo in the inter- 
ests of the child concerned. 

In future, when marriages end In 
divorce, children aged 14 and over 
3*11 have the nglit to state whether 
they wish to live with their father 
or mother, before the court decides 
on custody.

I The recent publication of two 
statistics in the space of a few days 
has given Australian teachers, 
parents and educationists food for 
thought: 

ft The number of school pupils in 
1979 fell for the first time since 
Australian records were kept, 
ft The crude hirthrate for 1978 fell 
to the lowest figure this century. 
The figures, from the Australian 
Bureau of Statistics, show that en- 
rolments in 19 79 increased 

slightly in primary schools but fell 
by about 1 per cent in secondary 
schools. 

The overall drop was about 5,000 
I pupils in a total school population 
of near y three million, and given 
the falling birthrate end the sharp 
drop in immigration, this first 
recorded fall is unlikely to be the 

But there was no uniform trend 
across the country. Victoria and 
Tasmania had larger falls than 
other states and the Northern 
Tern tory even managed a small 
increase. 

Private schools appeared to gain 
pupils at the expense of govern- 
ment schools. Government schools 
had 18,000 fewer pupils last year 
than in 1978, but private schools 
enrolled an additional 13,000.

The significance of the changes 
proposed In the Bill and their long- 
term implications ere not fully 
appreciated. Consider, for example, 
the greater freedom' of choice of 
school, which will include choice 
across local authority boundaries. 
At first sight this may well appear 
to be wholly desirable but it needs 
to be remembered that there are 
.piaiiy fa# ora for 1 choM ocher thdn 
educational"; ~&s& arid fcofft of the 
school' journey is just one example. 
Corporate ns well as individual fac- 
tors are also relevant. 

A significant shift in the number 
opting for a particular school at a 
lime of falling rolls will exacerbate 
a problem which is already of the 
utmost brevity in some areas. Is 
freedom of choice for' some accept- 
able if it means poorer provision 
for others? As to the denomina- 
tional schools the potential oppor- 
' Urnl^S which will exist to secure 
a' favoured intake cart, if accepted,- 


only lead in the long term to an 
attack on their present position ; a 
development which many would 
deplore. 

Nor is It irrolevant that the Bill 
is being debated in the context or 
a general reduction in public ex- 
penditure coupled with savage cuts, 
in some areas, which go well beyond 
the Government’s declared inten- 
tions. Tha ..main reason for this 
Bill is financial and not educational. 
We are seeing not the eradication 
of waste or excessive bureaucracy 
but a decline in the resources which 
are essential in the classroom. 

The charging of some costs to 
parents, either directly or otherwise, 
may or may not be a 'contravention 
of Section 61 of the 1944 Act.

might feel about their progress.

Nor does asking pupils to iry their hand 
aL assessing the quality of their lessons 
seem to have any necessarily bad effects 
on classroom relationships in those ex- 
perimental studies. On the contrary, 
pupils, when asked, have taken the task 
seriously; as one experienced teacher in 
a personal letter to me put ji : " I have 
noticed a marked increase in socially res- 
ponsible behaviour following an exercise

Even the Daily Mail, which ran a sar- 
castic story on my original article, seemed 
to he having second thoughts when it 
later asked a bunch of older comprehen- 
sive pupils to write reports on their les- 
sons. As the educational correspondent 
wrote about the results “ Despite the 
expected complaints about too tough dis- 
cipline, the overall Impression was one of 
respect- for the no-nonsense teachers, who 
combine strict rules with falrne& * .

Teachers can always learn something 
from children’s reports j even when pupil# 
may be as young as eight or nine, as f in 
the examples just quoted. As for yet 
another spokesman from a teachers* 
association, who found it “a bad job if 
we have to go down to the customers* 
for assessments or teachers, many of 
those who wrote to me privately seented 
to feel they may be Just as safe w3th such ' 
customer-pupils as they would be- with 
various reports from local -advisors, 
government inspectors, and headmasters; 

It was never my Intention, though, that 
pupils reports should get mixed: up with 
any orficial assessment of teachers. Such 
reports should, in my view, be -‘there 
entirely for' the teachers’ own use. If 
it is true, that poor, unmotivated te&chei's 
may choose tojearu little. from them, this 
should not be used as an. argument tor 
preventing others from having the bppor^ 
tiimty to use pupils' reports-' more

cxfni to administer. Out I still believe 
that the idea is worth trying, given that 
the results of such an exercise are often 
much more heartening to everyone con- 
cerned than most teachers ever appear 
to Imagine. 

One constant suggestion In the 
criticism of my original article (apart 
from time-worn cracks about mad psycho- 
logists) was that I deserved to have 
reports written about me by my present 
students, as if this were some sort of

Yet ever since I have been a teacher, 
whether in schools or universities, I have 
always welcomed such reports.

What shall we gnin, wliat lose, if 
we write Times English ? Should we 
; praise it or deplore ? 

We havc.no need to praise Times 
. English, for this The Times Style

bins in The Times against the use 
of capital letters”) or judicially, as 
in the Editor's Foreword: ”... calm 
and judicious . . . clear, to the 
point, impartial and sensible . , 
And so, in The Times, it is. 

But for the hungry sheep outside, 
Times English is not the sough t-Eof 
pasture, and for any outsider delib- 
erately to use it would be linguistic 
suicide. In 'language at least we 
must be protestant, our style our- 
selves, our uses of language, our 
own self-expression, and to lay to 
conform to the near-inimutability of 
even .such heaven ly rules as these 
must entail in language, which 
means In thought, stagnation. And 
indeed The very Times, if generally 
proud to reit pn irs rules, is not Jn- 
rapabld- bf touring itself qud shak- 
ing ita hi vincible Tocltfe. By its bast 
writers, end this includes -its leader- 
writer's, fhe- 'rules are .hot infra 
quenrly mid almost always advan- 
tageously ■ broken.-'

Alexandra Kollontai : A Biography. 
By Cathy Porter.

Ms Porter’s solid, workman -like bio- 
graphy of Alexandra Kollontai 
(1872-1952) breaks with tho con- 
ventional representation of the 
Russian revolution as an essentially 
male affair in which women figure 
in Miltonic siyle, "for the revolu- 
tion in hint’*. Her account of Kollon- 
tai’s home circumstances and educa- 
tion, their setting in contempormy 
Russian social and cultural events, 
and their formative influence on the 
development of her character and 
capacities is thorough and objec- 
tive. 

The work is a chronological his- 
tory ai a person remarkable not’ 
merely for her talents and capabili- 
ties, but also For her virtually unique 
understanding of a basic feature of 
the revolution. She believed that, 
in order fur it to bo radical in 
human terms, it required an accoi-^ 
dant change in human nnturc. This, 
far from coming about automatically 
in its wake (as most of its leading 

E ersonaiitics, male and female, 
elieved), constituted a determining 
condition of its success and was 
thus an essential aspect or the revo- 
lutionary struggle ab initio. Such a 
change at bottom argued a radical 
alteration in the relations between 
men and women-; end to conceive 
of this it had first to be admitted 
that women suffered an -additional 
form of oppression peculiar to them- 
selves as women, . - . 

The elucidation of this was Kol- 
lontal’s ' particular contribution. 
Though Ms Porter shows that this 
understanding derived in part from 
Kollontai’s personal experience of 
the virtual Impossibility of recon- 
ciling the demands imposed by her 
need For Independence as & woman 
with those Imposed in the given cir- 
1 cumstances by her need for love and 


security in marriage, she coiu- 
inendablv does not treat it .a* a 

psychological quirk, 

Knlloiitai committed herself to the 
revolutionary struggle. Jet alone to 
the Bolshevik view of it, only 
slowly uud hesitantly, after protrac- 
ted studies and discussions an Rus- 
sia and abroad. Once committed, 
however, she proved herself Invul- 
uable as a writer and agitator of 
indefatigable industry, something 
for which her long years of prepara- 
tion has given her exceptional in- 
tellectual resources. By 1917 -her 
views had so changed that she alone 
of tho Bolshevik Central Committee 
fully endorsed Lenin's April Theses 
in which the seizure of power and 
socialist transformation of the State 
wore first made the immediate Bui- 
shevik goal. 

Following the seizure of power, 
her differences with Lenin and 
Trotsky became increasingly 
marked. - They centred upon two 
matters. There was tha position 
and role of women, which to Lenin 
and Trotsky was of no intrinsic 
interest and of no relevance to, the 
establishment of the socialist state, 
for all their abstract assertion of 
the equality of the saxes. And there 
was what to her ami other mem- 
bers o fthu Workers’ Opposition 
constituted ah abandonment of ilie 
liberntory, democratic principles of 
socialism, in favour of expedients 
to preserve the state, viz. the Party 
in power, once the spontaneous 
independent activity of tne general- 
ity conflicted with the requirements 
of its self-prescrvntioii. That 
the two are connected as instances 
of the persistence of the autocratic 
and competitive attitudes and morqs 
engendered by private property was 
clear to Kollontai, and Ms Porter 
is tD be thanked for rescuing this 
insight. 

Kollontai’s command of languages 
(she spoke 11), her tact and abili- 
ties as a diplomat, her. familiarity 
with Western culture, . her .charm 
and elegance, made her useful to 
Stalin, and enabled her to escape 
the fate of so many other one-time 
leading Bolsheviks. Much of the 
remainder of her public life was 
spent “ in diplomatic exile" in 
Scandinavia.

Moyra ^ Caldecott is obviously 
sincere in her attempt to preach 
a mystical religion of “Wholeness 
and Oneness” but both The Lily 
and the Bull and her Sacred Stones 
trilogy are as dull as all theo- 
sonhical tracts.

’lished 'leaflets would make a fine 
resource for CSE Child Develop- 
ment project*.. One distinctive fea- 
ture of both.- the Horniman and 


Bethnal Green museums is the guid- 
ance supplied to teachers of par- 
tially hearing pupils and of ihe 
mentally and visually handicapped. 

The immense popularity of the 
Geffrye Museum means that visits 
need to be bonked a term in 
advance and parties are expected 
to have a good working knowledge 
of their subject on arrival. The 
museum's whole-day project visits 
are full of scope: children can 
handle source material and so 
experience the hardness of carved 
oak or the smoothness of porcelain. 
Drawing plays a major rote in con- 
centrating attention on the detail 
of the decorative arts. Liaison be- 
tween teachers and the museum 
staff is strongly emphasized. With 
lessons actually conducted In the 
period rooms end employing a 
wealth of splendidly cast work- 
sheets, children get a reel chance 
to develop a feel for a particular 
age. 

The variety of education 
resources provided for in London's 
museums clearly extends beyond 
the few examples mentioned. In- 
creasingly. Imaginative policies are 
bringing the stately pleasure domes 
and classrooms closer together. A 
child’s first encounter with a 
museum can be the beginning of 
an education for life.. It is crucial 
that those first meetings nre both 
enriching and positive.

My two cities arc Chester and 
Manchester which, other than 
jloman names, have little In com- 
mon. Chester is noted for Its pic- 
turesque Rows, warm brick and 
sandstone buildings liberally in- 
lenaingled wiili “oldc Englished 
shops und hotels — some of the 
finest in fact full-blooded, nfne- 
leendi-ccntiiry imitations. 

As you wander along Chester’s 
walls you peer down on Roman 
tenuius, medieval half-timbering, 
classical elcguncc and Victorian 
splendour. Chester, set on the edge 
of tliu green Cheshire plain, epito- 
mizes English life ana tradition. 
Chester is rightly high on any 
school list of places to visir. 

*' British Heritage Tours'*, Vicars 
laoc, Chester; cater for such 
groups and 1 recommend their 
arrangements which usually start 
in their Exhibition Centre. This 
offers an audio-visual presentation, 
brasi nibbing, craft shop and a 
vivid re-creation (conuiletc with 
spiahs) of the Rows, visits last a 
mere lwo hours, extend over a full 
day or become residential for as 
long ns four. Tailor-made pro- 
grammes to suit any school 
requirements can be created. Sensi- 
bly, any meals included arc often 
taken at the Great American Disne* 
ter where the hamburgers, French 
fries and ice-cream sundaes are 
well received. Add to all this Ches- 
ter's excellent 7 . 00 , the sports facili- 
ties at Nnrthgatc Leisure Arena, 
river and canal boating and you 
have ingredients for sovorul sound 
educational packages. 

Chester is a frontier city to Wales. 

I am impressed with the Theatre 
Clwyd at Mold where live theatre, 
repertory, opera and shows in the 
main auditorium is backed by a 
cinema and studio. Restaurant, ex- 
hibition nreos and educational facili- 
ties complete this fine complex.

Manchester seems a strange 
choice for school visits ; lmt Man-

Iiened first in Manchester, prob- 
ably Dickens’s Coke town, certainly 
of Disraeli's " Sybil ** and Chartism, 
of M Mary Barton ”, Free Trade, 
Peterloo and site of the world’s 
first railway station at Liverpool 
Rood. Tills humble structure, now 
saved from extinction, is 150 years 
old this year. Celebrations include 
a reenactment of the RainhlU 
Trials in May and a Great Railway 
Exposition in late ku miner. The 
world will again bent n path to 
Manchester to indulge this time in 
nostalgic wonder at sicnni locomo- 
tion and its consequences. 

Manchester seems reticent nhoilt 
Its . considerable nttractions. 
Certaithly it lius suffered from in- 
dustrial onepatteiou, subsequent dec- 
time, neglect mid vandalism, both 
private unri official. Its commercial 
sporting and cultural vitality 
rcjulti from (1 graft mi the tradi- 
tional of tho modern und progres- 
sive. 

On n recent city trail I was 
astounded at t lit* wealth of interest 
I encountered. The newly cleansed 
Victoria Station rcleused from 
Squalid surroundings beams, sunny 
side up as it were, on Chcthains. 
Ohethanis, founded in 1653, is the 
country’s largest specialist music 
school. In its ancient hall scholars 
give public cun Curts ul lunch tiino 
on Wednesdays. In its grave library 
Marx met Engels who owned a Sal- 
ford factory. From the alcove win- 
dows they probably saw the streets 
and hovels so graphically described 
by Engels. 

Practically next door is Mooches- 
tec’s much underrated cathedral, 
well restored after severe bomb 
damage. Visitors must tour the 
Town Kail— you can hardly miss 
it I It is a Victorian giant which 
outdoes palaces and even railway 
rtatioros hi magnificence. The space 
Capsule-like theatre-in-the-roimd, 
built ditto the Royal Exchange, is a 
heartening example of Manchester 
flair. 

Schools should also savour Lark 
Hill Place, a full-scale reproduction 
cbbbled street of Victorian tithes in 
Salford Museum. Upstairs in the 
gallery you can glance from tho Lt S. 
Lowry originals out to the fast dis- 
appearing world of bis Salford. 
Oixball Hall la a miraculous surviv- 
si j"a lovely tiki black and whine 
manor house standing,- cheek by jowl 
wim Ship Canal, soap factory end, 
until receutiy Coronation Street 
houses very much in "Taste of 
Honey "Buid.

A couple of old 
wool sweatees, topped by a breqth- 
ablq cotton windproof anorak, will

turns cold.
